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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First, the claims recite, (claim 29, lines 9-11) "to 
shut down the own power source when an abnormality is detected either in the own power source circuit OR in the other power source 
circuits." The use of OR without more descriptive language does not require that the claimed power source circuit be able to shut itself 
down AND command all of the other power source circuits to shutdown as well. Tominaga discloses that the own power source circuit 
shares abnormality information and then shuts itself down. Second, applicants have not defined "abnormality signal" to distinguish this 
limitation from the abnormality signal used in Tominaga. 

Continuation of 13. Other: Each of the independent claims contain limitations not previously considered. Claim 29 also contains a new 
limitation indicating that the abnormality signal is input and output from the same terminal. 
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
